Memorandum : — There are detailed on engrossed Account, sundry undercharges by errors in 
castings and calculations, which not having been paid to the parties, are therefore not credited 
to Accountants, amounting to 3/. as. oft/. 



The Accountants charge themselves with a sum of thirty-three thousand nine hundred and forty- 
six pounds sixteen shillings and nine-pence three farthings, as received from the Treasury of Ireland 
within the period of this Account. The true amount of issues for the current year, appears by the 
Treasury Certificates to us to be only twenty-five thousand one hundred and sixty-nine pounds three 
shillings and four-pence farthing. This difference arises by their not noticing a surcharge of eight thou- 
sand seven hundred and sixty-nine pounds one shilling and eight-pence, made by us ir. their last Ac- 
count, for the reasons assigned on our last Report, and by their erroneously adding eight pounds eleven 
shillings and nine-pence, received at Balbriggan, to their receipts from the Treasury ; these two last 
sums, making together eight thousand seven hundred and seventy-seven pounds thirteen shillings and 
five-pence, added to the amount of the Treasury Certificates of the present year, make up the above- 
mentioned sum, in Accountants Charge. We have corrected these informal Statements, and we have 
also made an Allowance, and some Disallowances, in Charge and Discharge, the reasons for which 
are annexed to ihe several items, and the Account, as now amended by us, is just and true. 

We examined two Members of the Corporation, and several of their Officers : our attention was 
particularly directed to Credits claimed for several sums, amounting to five thousand eight hundred 
and eight pounds twelve shillings and seven-pence, paid for raising and securing a certain portion of 
the Lea Wall on the south of the lfarbour of Dublin, immediately annexed to the Poolbeg Light- 
house, which we at first conceived, ought not to have been paid out of the Tonnage Duties appro- 
priated for erecting, repairing and maintaining Light-houses, but should have been charged in the 
Account of the Corporation for preserving and improving the Port of Dublin ; but it appearing in 
evidence before us, that a certain portion of the Sea Wall adjoining the Light-house was built at the 
same time, and was originally annexed to it for its particular protection, and that on the preservation 
of the portion of the Wall on which this expenditure of five thousand eight hundred and eight pounds 
twelve shillings and seven-pence was made, the absolute security of the Light-house depended, we 
allowed the said sum in the present Account. 

The Corporation maintain by far the greatest part of the Wall, as far as the lowest Battery, out of 
the Ballast Office Revenues.
